Still under:study this week by
the City Councll is a request
y the Recreation Commission
that $14,000 be allotted for the
improvement of the parks and
playground areas ‘of " the city.

In a communication to the
council from R. E. “Bud” Lee,
chairman of the Recreation Com-
mission, the money was Tre-
quested to improve the recrea-
tion facilities at El Retiro park,
Walteria, and McMaster park,
and to provide facilities at Sea-
side Ranchos.

A priority rating was requested
for the Seaside area program
because the only facilities avail-
able now are at El Retiro park
which is across Pacific Coast
Highway in Hollywood Riviera.

Other improvements would
include fencing and a lighted
all purpose surfaced area for
Walteria costing an estimated
$5000 and a picnic area to cost
approximately $1450. !

Improvements at Bl Retiro
would include the conversion of
the open pagoda at the park
into a picnic area. This and a
sidewalk, . retaining wall, and
some steps would cost an esti-
mated $1150,
